Dear Hr. Hoover: 

Sometime ago a small group of us got together and incorpora¬ 
ted under the lams of New Tork for non-profit corporations % 
a small corporation which we called the "Alliance, Inc. " 

There are only three people who are actually running it at 
present. Hr. George Hontgomery, Ur. Zygmund Dobbs, and myself. 

The main purpose of this organisation is to collect factual 
data on communist infiltration and communism in general and 
supply such data to people who were in the fight against com¬ 
munism. We have also endeavored to get various groups and 
organisations who were fighting communism and extreme left- 
wing policies in the United States in contact with each other 
so that they could exchange views and give each other mutual 
help. 

So far we have succeeded in a small way and even, at times, 
have had the honor of seeing some of your operatives and 
presenting them with various documents which they and we 
thought would be of interest to them. This effort was fin¬ 
ancially supported by Hr. Hontgomery and myself, and Hr. 

Dobbs gave his time freely for the research work involved. 

We had a couple of typist, file-clerks and a small office on 
nineth Street. 

A couple of weeks ago I sent out three appeals for funds and 
I enclose a copy of those appeals which are self-explanatory. 

I am extremely anxious that the Federal Bureau of Investi gati on 
should know about our objecti vet and to let you know that we 
wish your bureau to have acoett to any and all of our files. 

In fact, we would appreciate it if one of your operati ves would 
have time to look it over as we do not wish to be infiltrated 
in any way and we wish to do a good wnrkmanlike job.

On 4 f> 6-56 ARCHIBALD B. ROOSEVELT telephonically contacted the writer to 
advise that he was forwarding by mall to the writer some material in letter fora 
whieh a woman "obviously a nut* had sent to him and asked hfea to send Into the 
FBI. Mr. ROOSEVELT said that this woman had been attending several of the recent 
lectures his organisation the ALLIANCE had sponsored and becanae of this apparently 
felt free to approach hia with her request. Mr. ROOSEVELT aid said that the woman 
was obviously crasy and that the writer would see what he meant when he read the 
aaterial she had sent to him. He said that the writer could do what he wanted with 
the material but that he did want to be advised that the FBI had received it. 

This is to record that bn 4-7-65 the writer received thru the mails the 
aaterial referred to by Mr. .ROOSEVELT and upon reading same it was determined that 
the material in question donsidte d of two typed IsttersOB addressed to Mr. ROOSEVELT 
and signed by a _^j | These letters were incoherent and written in a 

disjointed manner. -rjsr letters made allegations of a subversive and immoral nature 
against a number of'individuals identified in the letters by only their first names 
most of whom were apparently woman neighbors of the writer of the letters. 

As an example of the content of the letters the.following is set fortht> 
"This is very unpleasant to tell but 1 told you before and is is important. 
Secret Police, if I am right and I am sure I am ZiU week, not wanting 
me to recognise them or look at them, stuok out big tongues as far as 
they would go;so of course I could not look...* and "The obscene facial 
gesture they have stopped, thank CodJ...." 

This is to note that the above material has been destroyed as the obvious 
work of an unbalanced mind. Pursuant to the instruction of the writer's supervisor

V*) Enclosed with this report, you will find the schedule of The Alliance lectures and names of the speakers for 
the coming season of 1956-57. 

The reasons for starting the lectures were: First, by careful research, to give documentary proof, with full 
references, on subversive elements and their methods in this country. Two, to make available, free of charge to 
individuals, organizations, Congressional and Senatorial Committees and investigative bodies, all such informa¬ 
tion and other information, which they may desire, insofar as our finances permit. Three, to endeavor, by dis¬ 
semination of various types of information and by personal contact, to get closer co-ordination between the dif¬ 
ferent groups working along the same general lines, throughout the country. 

Another reason for having the lectures, was to gather together in one hall as many people as we could, who 
wish to maintain a Republic and fight against Marxism, centralization, and communism. We felt this to be most 
important in New York City, as the two big morning newspapers are so extremely to the left that they inevitably 
taint the thoughts of all of the business and intellectual community in the city. 

We also felt that by getting the very best possible talent on our side to deliver lectures on various subjects 
pertaining to the above, we would be given ammunition to combat those who are simply parroting the words of 
the Times and the Tribune and their various left-wing friends and advisers, without really thinking. Given suffi¬ 
ciently convincing arguments, many of these people can slowly be convinced of the truth. 

Finally, an important concomitant of all of the above, was that we should break even, at the very least, in 
accomplishing the above schedule. 

You, yourselves, can judge as to the effectiveness of the first three points. On the fourth point, I am happy to 
say that not only did we break even financially on the lectures, but there was a small surplus over and above 
expenses. This surplus, as in the case of all sums obtained by the Alliance, whether by lectures, sale of pamphlets, 
or contributions, goes into the research work so as to help others. 

I should like to take this opportunity to give you a report on the publications put out by The Alliance. Really, 
these publications are the result of research work, and perhaps discussion of this phase of our work should come 
first as it is the most important. 

Attached to this letter, along with the lecture program, is a list of the books and pamphlets that have been 
published by the Alliance as well as their prices and how they can be obtained. When we say that these are the 
result of the Research Department Study, we have only given you about half of the story. Our pamphlets usually 
develop from an impetus coming from the outside. Some individual, or group, or governmental source suggests 
that The Alliance make a study on some particular subject—for instance, on Ralph Bunche, Immigration, etc. 
After a great deal of thought by the Directors of The Alliance and its research staff, the most important subject is 
taken up. We do not have the time to answer all the requests for all the studies at one time, nor will we ever have 
sufficient facilities to do so without a Ford Foundation to back us. After the subject has been decided on, an ex¬ 
tensive research work is started. We have an experienced staff of about five to which we add or subtract depending 
on what the subject may be. Some of these subjects take six months or even a year. Some of them will only take a 
few days. After the study has been made, we put all of the data in a separate file. We then get together and decide 
whether the subject is of sufficient interest and importance to publish and place on sale. This is how the enclosed 
list of publications came to be put out and sponsored by The Alliance. 

In giving you a description of the pamphlets, I have told you just about all that you would wish to know about 
our research work. However, I should like to add a few details. Mr. Zygmund Dobbs is in charge of the research 
work. He has considerable experience during the last twenty years in studying, investigating and doing research on 
subversives for the F.B.I., the Immigration Services, the City of New York, and many other institutions and organ¬ 
izations.

I know from the fact that you attended the meeting at the Roosevelt 
Hotel for the Bricker Amendment, that you are a3 disturbed as I am at the 
trend in this country towards a dangerous type of internationalism and 
complete control of our lives by bureauoraoies. 

With this in mind, a small group of us some time ago began holding 
meetings to see what we could do within our limited means. After much 
discussion, we decided that one of the greatest handicaps of the anti¬ 
communist forces was the lack of factual information. For this reason a 
little corporation called "The Alliance" was formed. An office was rented 
on the lower East Side, an expert on communism temporarily volunteered his 
time and one of the largest libraries of communist and socialist litera¬ 
ture was assembled. 

To date we have accomplished the following: 

1. With the data assembled, we have furnished vital informa¬ 
tion to the Circuit Riders, a group of patriotic Methodists, 
fighting the Left Wing infiltration into their church. In 
this connection, we furnished ex-communist witnesses, as 
well as hundreds of documents for the testimony before the 
Velde Committee. 

2. We furnished facts, as well as a key witness, to oppose the 
nomination of Mr. Cdnant as U. S. High- Commissioner to Germany. 

3. We organized the Roosevelt Hotel meeting for the Bricker 
Amendment and furnished speakers for it. 

4. We alerted officials of the State Department of a very 
dangerous link in their chain of personnel. Unfortunately 
the State Department, in common with other executive de¬ 
partments, is still heavily infiltrated with extreme Left 
Wingers. With this information in hand for over a year, 
nothing has been done except to advance the security link 
in question to a more important position. This strength¬ 
ened our belief that the best way to eliminate subversives 
in Government was by the painful, slow, and public method 
of exposure through Congressional investigation. Tor this 
reason we directed our efforts to an appraisal of Congres¬ 
sional Investigating Committees, and also a study of the 
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F.B.I. To our astonishment, we found that both the -F.B.I. 
and the Congressional Committees could do but a portion of 
the preliminary work themselves. They depend on outside 
individuals and organizations for most of their leads. 

They evaluate and file all such information and only con¬ 
tinue their own investigations when they decide that the 
matter is worth the time and effort. 

5. The Alliance has been able to supply material not only to 
those mentioned above, but to many other organizations and 
individuals. It has supplied speakers and has helped 
organize anti-communist meetings. It has furnished data 
which was used in issues which commanded national head¬ 
lines. It operates as an aid group, and does not try to 
either run or take over other organizations or movements. 

The Alliance, a non-partisan organization, has furnished all of the 
above services entirely free of charge. It has been able to do this 
because a very small number have supplied all the funds and most of the 
actual work has been done on a volunteer basis. We provided all of these 
services on a very modest budget. But now, the budget has become too 
small for our operations and too heavy a burden for the few who have 
carried it up to date. 

For this reason we have decided to appeal to a limited group for 
financial support. We shall be glad to receive any contribution, no 
matter how small. Unfortunately The Alliance is not tax exempt. If you 
contribute, I shall see to it that you will, from time to time, get a 
report as to how the money is being spent. If you wish any more details 
please drop me a line and I or someone else familiar with the problem 
will get in touch with you personally.
